INTRODUC  TION 


This  annual  report  presents  financial 
and  statistical  information  on  the  opera- 
tions of  REA  telephone  borrowers  indi- 
vidually and  as  a group.  The  report  is 
based  on  financial  and  statistical  state- 
ments submitted  by  784  borrowers . How- 
ever, since  some  borrowers  did  not  re- 
port all  items,  the  number  of  borrowers 
included  is  not  the  same  for  all  tables. 
The  data  in  the  report  are  on  a calendar 
year  basis  to  coincide  with  the  account- 
ing period  of  practically  all  borrowers. 


As  of  December  31,  1963,  there  were 
813  active  borrowers,  of  which  788  had 
received  advances  of  funds  and  745  had 
one  or  more  central  offices  cut  over  to 
dial  as  a result  of  REA  financing.  Coop- 
eratives totaled  217,  or  26.7  percent  of 
the  active  borrowers,  and  commercial 
companies  596,  or  73.3  percent. 


Over  90  percent  of  all  reporting 
borrowers  operated  dial  central  offices 
exclusively.  For  those  borrowers  re- 
porting manual  facilities,  data  on  the 
number  of  telephones  and  subscribers 
served  by  manual  central  offices  are 
shown  by  footnote. 

The  original  cost  of  telephone  plant 
held  for  future  use,  which  is  included  in 
total  telephone  plant,  is  footnoted  for 
those  few  borrowers  having  this  account. 

Data  for  8 former  borrowers  which 
have  repaid  their  loans  in  full  are  not 
included  in  the  summary  tables  unless 
specifically  indicated.  These  borrowers 
are  listed  at  the  end  of  the  report. 

The  information  submitted  by  the 
borrowers  is  subject  to  possible  re- 
vision as  a result  of  future  audits  and 
adjustments . 


LOANS  AND  ADVANCES 


Loans  totaled  $84,321,000  for  the 
calendar  year  1963,  which  brought  the 
cumulative  net  loans  to  $1,009,490,586 
as  of  December  31,  1963.  Included  in 
the  cumulative  net  loans  is  $2,203,178 
loaned  to  the  8 former  borrowers  which 
has  been  repaid  in  full.  The  loans  are 
being  used  to  construct  or  rebuild  an 
estimated  474,917  route  miles  of  line 
and  other  plant  facilities.  An  estimated 
1,883,458  subscribers  are,  or  will  be, 
receiving  initial  or  improved  service 
through  the  use  of  these  funds.  Initial 
loans  were  made  to  29  new  borrowers 
during  the  year. 


Of  the  total  funds  required  (Table  1), 
construction  of  new  facilities  and  system 
improvements  accounted  for  91.2  per- 
cent. Refinancing  of  outstanding  indebt- 
edness and  acquisition  of  telephone  prop- 
erties represented  3.3  and  5.0  percent 
respectively.  The  remaining  0.5  percent 
went  for  systems  operations  and  other 
loan  purposes. 

Funds  advanced  during  1963  amounted 
to  $83,836,714,  compared  with  $89,475,- 
304  during  1962.  Advances  to  all  bor- 
rowers since  the  inception  of  the  REA 
telephone  program  through  Decem- 
ber 31,  1963,  amounted  to  $835, 844,- 

064.

PRINCIPAL  AND  INTEREST 
PAYMENTS 


As  of  December  31,  1963,  borrowers 
had  paid  $120,105,594  on  principal  and 
interest.  The  balance  of  payment  made 
in  advance  of  due  dates  amounted  to 
$8,350,309  for  269  borrowers  as  of 
December  31,  1963,  compared  with 

$7,063,457  for  253  borrowers  at  the 
end  of  1962. 

Delinquencies  of  more  than  30  days 
declined  to  $181,325  in  principal  and 
$4,343  in  interest  payments  for  4 bor- 


rowers at  the  close  of  1963  from  $229,- 
688  in  principal  and  $873  in  interest  for 
6 borrowers  on  December  31,  1962. 

The  status  of  payments  by  coopera- 
tive and  commercial  company  borrowers 
of  principal  and  interest  as  of  Decem- 
ber 31,  1963  is  presented  in  Table  1. 

Chart  1 illustrates  graphically  payments 
of  principal  and  interest  by  REA  bor- 
rowers from  1954  through  1963.

for  649  borrowers  at  the  end  of  1959. 

Telephone  plant  in  service  at  the 
end  of  1963  amounted  to  $888,981,162 
or  an  average  of  $1,133,905  per  bor- 
rower, an  increase  of  66.0  percent  over 


the  average  borrower's  plant  in  serv- 
ice of  $683,339  on  December  31,  1959. 
The  ratio  of  the  depreciation  reserve, 
(excluding  amortization  reserves)  to 
plant  in  service  has  shown  a steady  in- 
crease of  approximately  1 percentage 
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point  per  year  for  the  past  5 years.  On 
December  31,  1963,  this  ratio  was 

17.7  percent.  The  ratio  of  long-term 
debt  to  total  assets  was  85.0  percent  at 
the  end  of  1963  and  was  about  the  same 
for  the  prior  4 years.  On  December  31, 


1963,  784  borrowers  reported  a totalnet 
worth  of  $96,165,444  which  represented 
10.5  percent  of  their  total  assets.  For 
209  cooperative  borrowers,  the  net  worth 
was  $13,619,205  or  4.7  percent  of  total 
assets,  and  $82,546,239  for  575  com-

mercial  company  borrowers,  or  13.1 
percent  of  total  assets.  While  this  re- 
lationship has  remained  rather  stable 
over  the  past  5 years,  the  total  amount 
of  net  worth,  as  indicated  in  Table  2, 
has  increased  appreciably.  The  com- 
posite net  worth  ratio  is  influenced  by 


the  growth  of  individual  borrowers  as 
well  as  the  increase  in  the  number 
of  borrowers  reporting.  General  funds 
reported  by  784  borrowers  amounted  to 
$53,866,200  as  of  December  31,  1963, 
which  was  5.6  percent  of  total  telephone 
plant. 


REVENUES  AND  EXPENSES 


Table  3 shows  composite  revenues  and 
expenses  and  Table  3- A shows  revenue 
and  expense  ratios  of  reporting  bor- 
rowers for  1963  and  for  4 prior  years. 
Table  3-B  presents  these  data  for  coop- 
erative and  commercial  company  bor- 
rowers separately  for  1963.  Total  operat- 
ing revenues  increased  from  $73,499,395 
for  the  649  reporting  borrowers  of 


1959  to  $153,126,709  for  784  borrowers 
in  1963.  Local  service  revenues  in  1963 
totaled  $95,093,311  and  net  revenues  for 
toll  service  amounted  to  $53,168,145. 
This  represented  62.1  and  34.7  percent, 
respectively,  of  the  total  operating  rev- 
enues for  1963,  similar  to  the  per- 
centages of  the  4 prior  years.  Total

The  median  is  the  middle  value  of  a 
group  of  values  when  they  are  arranged 


according  to  magnitude.  Thus,  one-half 
the  reporting  borrowers  had  dollars 
per  subscriber  less  than  the  median, 
and  one-half  had  dollars  per  subscriber 
greater  than  the  median  for  each  rev- 
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enue  and  expense  item. 

The  middle  range  for  eachitem  repre- 
sents the  spread  between  the  smallest 
and  largest  ratios  of  dollars  per  sub- 
scribers after  eliminating  the  upper  and 


lower  25  percent  of  the  ratios.  Thus, 
50  percent  of  the  reporting  borrowers 
had  ratios  falling  within  the  middle  range 
for  each  item.

of  the  760  reporting,  operated  at  a def- 
icit. This  figure  was  reduced  to  95  or 
12  percent  of  the  784  that  reported  in 
1963.  In  line  with  this  continued  improve - 
ment  in  operations,  the  median  dollars 


per  subscriber  for  net  income  or  margin 
increased  from  $5.34  for  calendar  year 
1961  to  $7.41  in  1 962  and  to  $9.35  in  1963. 
As  shown  in  Table  4,  the  middle  range 
for  this  ratio  also  improved. 


SUBSCRIBERS  AND  CENTRAL 
OFFICES 


As  of  December  31,  1963,  784  tele- 
phone borrowers  were  operating  3,897 
central  offices  of  which  3,839,  or  98.5 
percent  were  dial  and  58  or  1.5  percent 
were  manual.  At  the  end  of  1959,  dial 
and  manual  central  offices  were  87.5 
percent,  and  12.5  percent  respectively, 
of  the  total  central  offices.  Almost 
90  percent  (3,457)  of  the  dial  central 
offices  in  1963  had  been  cut  over  to  dial 
as  a result  of  REAfinancing.  Practically 
all  manual  offices  are  scheduled  for  con- 
version to  dial.  On  December  31,  1963 
the  784  reporting  borrowers  had  1,762,- 
244  telephones  in  operation,  65.8  per- 
cent more  than  the  1,062,574  reported 
by  649  borrowers  as  of  December  31, 
1959.  At  the  end  of  1963,  service  was 
being  provided  to  1,523,406  subscribers, 


of  which  620,197  or  40.7  percent  were 
receiving  telephone  service  for  the  first 
time  through  REA  loans.  Dial  sub- 
scribers numbered  1,499,376,  which  was 
98.4  percent  of  the  total  number  of  sub- 
scribers on  December  31,  1963.  At  the 
end  of  1959,  dial  subscribers  constituted 
only  88.0  percent  of  all  subscribers. 
However,  this  percentage  has  increased 
significantly  each  year  since  the  in- 
ception of  the  REA  telephone  program. 
As  shown  in  Chart  3,  a total  of  1,289,416 
or  86.0  percent  of  all  dial  subscribers 
at  the  end  of  1963,  had  received  dial 
service  for  the  first  time  as  a result  of 
REA  loans.  During  the  year,  telephone 
borrowers  cut  over  to  dial  210  central 
offices  and  began  serving  an  estimated 
71,700  new  subscribers.

number  of  business  telephones  in  each 
grade  of  service  as  a percentage  of 
total  telephones,  has  remained  about  the 
same  over  the  5 year  period  as  is  shown 


in  Table  5.  As  of  December  31,  1963, 
there  were  more  than  8 residential  ex- 
tensions for  each  100  residence  main 
telephones,  compared  with  5 per  hundred 
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at  the  end  of  1959.  Business  extensions 
per  hundred  business  main  telephones 
increased  from  47  at  the  end  of  1959  to 
almost  68  as  of  December  31,  1963.

Selected  ratios  of  borrowers  for  1963 
and  the  four  prior  years  are  presented  in 
Table  10.  In  this  table  "investment"  is 
synonymous  with  total  telephone  plant, 
which  includes  plant  in  service,  plant 
under  construction,  property  held  for 
future  use,  plant  acquisition  adjustment, 
and  plant  adjustment.  In  arriving  at  the 
per  subscriber  ratios  for  balance  sheet 
items,  the  total  year- end  number  of 
subscribers  was  used;  for  revenue  and 


expense  items  per  $1  of  plant  or  depre- 
ciated plant  in  service,  the  average  plant 
in  service  during  the  calendar  year  was 
used.  The  operating  ratio,  a gauge  of 
operating  efficiency,  is  the  sum  of  the 
total  operating  deductions  and  total  fixed 
charges,  divided  by  the  total  operating 
revenues.  As  can  be  seen  from  Table  10, 
the  operating  ratio  has  consistently  im- 
proved each  year,  decreasing  from  95.5 
for  1959  to  90.5  for  calendar  year  1963.
